VETERAN 


OF THE MONTH 


The “Veteran of the 
Month” for August 2017 
is Ralph Ear] Kitson, 

Jr. Born August 2nd, 

1927 in Boyne City, 
Michigan and attended 
East Jordan Michigan 
Public Schools. After 
completing the 11th | 
grade he left school and | 
joined the Merchant } 
Marine Service for a 
short time before he 
was found to be to 
young and his service 
was terminated. On No- 
vember 28th, 1945 Kitson was in- 
ducted into the Army Air Corp in 
Detroit, Michigan and after hav- 
ing served two months and 14 days 
at Sheppard Field Texas in the 
3706th Army Air Force Bomber 
Unit, he received a discharge for 
reenlistment on February 11th, 
1946. On February 12th, 1946 Kit- 
son reenlisted and received train- 
ing as aradio repairman. On 
April 9th, 1946 Kitson departed 
the USA arriving on the island of 
Okinawa on April 27th, 1946 and 
on November 6th, 1947 he quali- 
fied with the 30 caliber M1 carbine 
rifle and 45 caliber pistol. On De- 
cember 23rd, 1947 Kitson was pro- 
moted to Staff Sergeant. On 
March 18th, 1948 Kitson departed 
Okinawa arriving in the USA on 
April 1st, 1948 having served 1 
year, 11 months and 22 days of for- 
eign service. On January 13, 1949, 
at Offutt Air Force Base, Fort 
Creek, Nebraska, Kitson received 
an Honorable Discharge and was 
awarded the Japan Occupational 
Victory Metal. Returning home to 
East Jordan, Kitson went to work 
in Boyne City at the Tannery and 
for a short period of time he was a 
reserve police officer in Boyne

City. Kitson mar- 
ried Carol M. Law- 
son and when the 
marriage ended he 
married Luezeta 
“Zettie” Smith on 
March 16th, 1963. 
Kitson Worked at 
the Michigan Milk 
Producers Cream- 
ery in East Jordan 
delivering milk 
products to area 
stores all over 
Northern Lower 
Michigan. He than 
worked for the City of East Jordan 
starting on June 6th, 1966 for the 
Department of Public Works and 
as the City Superintendent for 
three years and also was the City 
Assessor for several years until 
retirement on July 28th, 1989.

A lifelong Michi- 
gander, Whitmer was 
raised in Grand Rapids 
and East Lansing. She 
graduated from Forest 
Hills Central High School 
just outside of Grand 
Rapids. She received a BA 
(Bachelor of Arts) degree 
in Communications from 
Michigan State Univer- 
sity in 1993 and a JD 
(Doctor of Jurispru- 
dence) from Detroit Col- 
lege of Law at Michigan 
State University in 1998. 
Whitmer was first 
elected to the Michigan 
House of Representatives 
in 2000, and served until 
2006, when she was 
elected to the State Sen- 
ate, where she served 
until 2014. On November 
5, 2010, Whitmer’s Demo- 
cratic colleagues chose 
her to be the Senate Dem- 
ocratic Leader, making 
her the first woman in 
history to lead a party 
caucus in the Michigan 


Senate. As Minority 
leader, she was the lead 
negotiator for Democrats 
during the Healthy 
Michigan Medicaid ex- 
pansion, which expanded 
health care to 630,000 
Michiganders. 

In May 2016, a panel of 
judges selected Whitmer 
to serve as the Ingham 
County Prosecutor, to re- 
place Stuart Dunnings 
III, who resigned amidst a 
scandal.

When humidity is high, perspiration drips off 
skin so that the cooling benefit of 
aporation is lost even at cooler temperatures, 
resulting in a buildup of body heat.

One of 
the strictest is the one issued in 2009 by the 
Tennessee Secondary School Athletic 
Association:
